Ullin, of Spring Valley, N. Y., w as re­ 
moved to a ward in Bellevue Hospital 
Friday morning after having been e x ­ 
posed to X-rays of 250,000 voltage for 
fifty-six hours in an effort to effect a 
cancer cure. 
This was the first time that an e x ­ 
periment had been conducted for such 
a long time and writh such high volt­ 
age. 
Dr. I. Seth Kirsch, director of 
the Bellevue X-rav laboratory, said it 
would fife several 
weeks before 
he 
could determine whether the experi­ 
ment had been successful. 
Miss Elfin, who is 29 years old, ap­ 
peared in good spirits when the cur­ 
rent was turned off. 
Doctor Kirsch 
said she had become nauseated, which 
he regarded as a favorable indication 
that the rays were attacking the dis­ 
eased tissue. 
Marked 
improvement 
in her condition was reported Friday 
night. 
Doctor Kirsch, director of the lab­ 
oratory, Friday nigiht 
said he w as 
highly pleased -with the result of his 
experiment. 
The secret of the w om an’s treat­ 
ment became known for the first time 
Friday morning. 
Medical men are 
watching the experim ent with close 
attention, particularly in view’ of the 
statement by Dr. W illiam J. Mayo, of 
Rochester, Minn., before s a tin g for 
Europe thi* week, that no cur© for 
cancer yet had been found. 
The experiment on Miss Ellin is the 
second in which X-rays have figured 
within the last few’ hours. 
Thursday 
it became known that the rays had 
been used to wither the thym us gland 
which w as choking a 
three-day-old 
baby. 
Tho X-ray w as employed after 
artificial respiration failed. 
Miss Ellin walked 
into 
Bellevue 
Hospital on June 6 and asked for an 
X-ray examination. 
The examination revealed that the 
woman had been attacked by cancer 
and preparations 
im mediately 
w eie 
made for the experiment. 
T h e-machine used in the operation 
is known as the Wattler. 
So powerful are the rays that they 
can penetrate a brick wall, abd out­ 
line the bones of a hand at 20ft feet. 
The machine was placed about six feet 
from Miss Ellin. 
Parts o f her body 
not exnosed were carefully protected 
with leather covering. 
Until Friday 
morning, when she became ill, the 
n atan t ate and slept normally. 
The highest voltage previously used 
in an experiment o f this kind was 
150.000. 
A hundred minutes was the 
longest period of exposure. 
Doctor K irsch. believes that cancer 
colls can be exterminated with the X- 
iay, if the rays can lie so concentrated 
as not to injure healthy cells. 
In Miss Ellin’s case, the cancer 
growth was attacking the abdomen. 
Dr. .Tames Ewing, cancer specialist 
of Cornell University and the Memo­ 
rial Hospital, when told of the experi­ 
ment, said that judging from his own* 
experience, he w’ould nredict that any 
patient kept under -uch terrific volt­ 
age for so long a period would su f­ 
fer the effects for tile rest of life. 
“ The X-ray of 250,000 for fifty-six 
hours would certainly kill the l a n ­ 
cer,” he said, “hut in m y opinion it 
would also greatly harm the healthy 
cells. 
The original method which has 
been in use for several years 
is to 
give the treatment in short periods.”
